Republicans Name Three To High U.S. Posts 

Three Negroes were named to high government 
posts by the Eisenhower administration. Two are 
high-paying foreign jobs in the Middle East while a 
third is as administrative assistant to President 
Eisenhower’s “Little FEPC.” 

Most important appointment was the selection of 
Marron Fort, 47-year-old vice president of a New 
England chemical company, as a $13,000-a-year busi- 
ness advisor in the Middle East. Fort will become 
the highest-ranked Negro assigned to a technical 
post in a foreign country. In his new post, Fort will 
counsel Arabian leaders of the chemical industry and 
plan a vast expansion program in that part of the 
world. 

A graduate and holder of a Ph.D. degree in chem- 
ical engineering from Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Fort has been employed at the A. and G. 
Caldwell, Inc. of Newberryport, Mass., where he is a 
vice president and in charge of production. He is the 
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Marron Fort Betty Granger Emmett Scott Jr. 
only Negro officer and stockholder in the company, which 
manufactures distilled spirits. 

The appointment will be announced shortly, Republican 
officials said in Washington. Fort told JET that he will 
take his wife and two sons with him to the Middle East. 

The other foreign appointment was Emmett J. Scott 
Jr., New York City board of water supply engineer since 
1940, who was named officer and field engineer for the 
Foreign Operations Administration at Amman, Trans- 
Jordan. The post of administrative assistant on the staff 
of President Eisenhower’s “Little FEPC” went to Mrs. 
Betty Granger, women’s page editor of the New York 
Amsterdam News. 

Scott, a 55-year-old bachelor, is a civil engineering grad- 
uate of Massachusetts Institute of Technology and re- 
ceived a degree at New York University school of business 
administration. As an FOA engineer, he will receive 
$12,000-a-year plus expenses. His father, Emmett J. Scott 
Sr., was a private secretary to Booker T. Washington and 
at one time was an assistant to the Secretary of War 
Newton D. Baker. 

Mrs. Granger resigned her newspaper post to accept 
the $9,000-a-year job with the FEPC group, for which she 
will travel about the country probing charges of unfair 
discrimination against unions and firms holding U. S. 
contracts. The wife of Dr. William Granger (brother of 
National Urban League secretary, Lester), Mrs. Granger 
was the only Negro woman on Nixon’s campaign train. 
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U. S. Seizes D. C. Funeral Home For Back Taxes 
Officials of the Malvan & Schey Funeral Home, for 25 
years one of the most prominent in Washington, D. C., 
closed their establishment when Internal Revenue Bureau 
agents seized their equipment—including a hearse, two 
limousines and a flower car—for back taxes. The U. S. 
claimed the funeral home owes about $8,000 in withhold- 
ing taxes deducted from employees’ pay. Besides the cars, 
the agents attached an organ, nine caskets and an adding 
machine in properties, which will be sold later. 


Sellers, S. C., Gets First Negro Councilman 

Luke Shipman, a prominent Negro undertaker, was 
elected to one of four city council seats in Sellers, S. C., 
and became the first Negro ever to hold the post. A 
majority of whites supported Shipman in the town in 
which only a few Negroes are registered.

Inter-American Parley Asks End To Jim Crow

Uganda Whites Urged To Make Africans Partners 

The British Governor of Uganda, Sir Andrew Cohen, 
told the territory’s white Chamber of Commerce that 
Africans will have to be made partners in all business 
plans to assure economic progress in the province. He 
also stressed the importance of obtaining the confidence 
of the natives as a safeguard for greater security. 


Say White Leader Of African Tribe Is Ex-Nazi Spy 

A strange white leader of an African tribe in Portu- 
guese West Africa, is believed to be the famed Dr. Arthur 
Tester, missing British Nazi spy who was reported killed 
in 1944 when he tried to escape from Romania into Hun- 
gary.

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N. C. Editor Says Dixie Will Accept Mixed Schools 

Southerners of both races will accept the U. S. Supreme 
Court decision on school segregation “with good sense 
and goodwill,” a southern white editor told the fourth 
annual National Urban League dinner in New York. 
Jonathan Daniels, editor of the Raleigh (N.C.) News and 
Observer, said Gov. Herman Talmadge of Georgia “will 
not get out the militia to resist the declared law of the 
land” and South Carolina Gov. James F. Byrnes “will not 
end public education in the South, where it is needed 
more than anywhere else in America.” 


D. C. Board To Decide On Bi-Racial Use Of Schools 

The District Recreation Board in Washington, D. C., 
set April 10, as the date for a closed session decision on 
a proposed amendment to permit Negroes the use of white 
public schools as meeting places.

More than 2,000 Negro students—most of them on the 
professional or graduate levels—are attending previously 
all-white colleges and universities in the South without 
incident or disturbance, a New York Times survey re- 
vealed. 

The upsurge in enrollment of Negro students since 1950 
has taken place, the survey indicates, as a direct result 
of recent U. S. Supreme Court decisions that ordered 
southern states to provide equal educational facilities for 
Negroes and whites. For the first time, Negroes study at 
colleges and universities in all the southern states except 
Mississippi, South Carolina, Georgia and Alabama. The

The survey disclosed that the Negroes, in most cases,

Dr. H. L. Donovan, president of the University of Ken- 
tucky, where 93 graduate students and a law student are 
enrolled, asserted: “From the very beginning our students 
have treated the Negroes with the utmost politeness. Not 
n single embarrassing incident has happened since the 
Negroes were first admitted in 1948.” The admissions, the 
survey points out, have not “left any scars or brought any 
new tensions to the classroom or campus.”

A 40-year-old Baltimore man who said he was “all 
wound up” admitted raping a self-styled woman evangelist 
in whose home he rented a room. John Knight, pleaded 
guilty to the attack after the woman told police she ig- 
nored “several overtures” by Knight, who finally tore her 
dress from her body and assaulted her. Her husband was 
away at the time. Knight, who told a magistrate he did 
not know what he was doing at the time of the assault, 
was held for trial, without bail. The woman said she had 
preached at several Baltimore churches, but when asked 
for a specific address, listed two streets which run parallel.

® Nicholas Fersen, a Russian who lived

Fersen eers, U. S. Army deserters, diseased 
Italian street walkers and German army stragglers on the 
not-at-all fictional island of Tombolo during 1944 and 1945. 
® In his vividly accurate account of Italy’s post-war cor- 
ruption, Fersen pictures an outlaw band of American sol- 
diers—obviously implied to be deserters from a famous 
Negro division that fought around Leghorn, Pisa and 
Viareggio—in a vicious struggle for control of the island 
with a dozen goose-stepping Germans led by a homosex- 
ually-inclined storm trooper. Leader of the Negroes, and 
Fersen’s main character, is Chicago-born, color-conscious 
Roy who directs the stealing and trading, dominates the 
thieves and strumpets and stalks the forest like Bunyan’s 
legendary woodsman; yet loves his own kidnapped and 
once-virginal bedmate with a devotion that results in the 
eventual undoing of the entire outlaw band. 
@ Fersen has written an exact and memorable tale of how 
a nation can rot, and how a few renegades contributed to 
that rot from the sin-ridden island of Tombolo.—V.T.

Sugar Ray Wins $25,000 From Amsertom News 
Ex-prizefighter Sugar Ray = 


Robinson won a $25,000 li- 
bel judgment against the 
New York Amsterdam News, 
which claimed in a Janu- 
ary, 1951, banner headline 
“Sugar Ray Kayos His 
Wife.” The State Supreme 
Court ruled that the week- 
ly newspaper libeled the Ray Robinson Dr. Powell 
fighter, now a dancer, when it declared he assaulted his 
wife, Edna Mae, aboard a Paris-bound ship in New York 
harbor hours before leaving for his first trip abroad. Dr. 
C. B. Powell, co-owner of the newspaper, denied the libel, 
claimed the word, “kayo,” meant “emphasis.” After a 
two-day trial, a jury upheld the libel charge, reduced by 
one-half the ex-fighter’s demand for $50,000. Originally, 
Sugar Ray sought $500,000. His lawyer, David Shivitz, 
said the action was the largest libel judgment returned 
in the state in recent years. 
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Whitfield Double Winner At New York Meet 

Although failing twice in record attempts, Mal Whit- 
field won both the 600-yard and half-mile run at the 
Knights of Columbus track meet in New York. He won 
the 600 in 1:10.1 and the half-mile in 1:53.6. Other win- 
ners included: Harrison Dillard, the 60-yard hurdles in 
7.2s; and Edward Waters of Morgan State College, the 
60-yard dash in 6.3s. 


Chicago’s DuSable Cagers Lose State Tournament 
Chicago’s high-scoring, fast-moving DuSable High 
School Panthers, winners of 32 straight cage victories, 
lost to Mount Vernon High 76-70 in the state high school 
championships in Champaign-Urbana. The all-Negro 
team, first Chicago team to go to the “Sweet 16” tourna- 
ment finals in its 47-year history, was often called the 
“Little Globetrotters” and was considered possibly the 
best in Chicago scholastic history. DuSable captain and 
guard Paxton Lumpkin was voted an all-state player and 
most valuable player of the tournament. Capt. Albert 
Avant was the sole Negro on the Mount Vernon team.

An FBI investigation of charges that officials of 
Winter Garden, Fla., ordered eight Cuban Negro 
baseball players to “get out of town before sun- 
down,” was disclosed by U. S. Atty.-Gen. Herbert 
Brownell in a Washington speech to the National 
Civil Liberties Clearing House conference. While 
the Washington Senators considered moving their 
farm clubs’ training camp from the town, Mayor 
V. E. Vourland declared he knew nothing of a ban 
against the players, who are owned by the Senators. 
Brownell said the alleged ban “implies a possible 
violation of civil rights.”

A partial run-down of Louis’ recent boxing predic- 
tions shows that he picked Jersey Joe Walcott over 
Marciano in their first fight. Joe said Walcott was 
“too tricky” for Rocky. Last fall, Joe picked Roland 
LaStarza, whom some call Rollover LaStumble, to de- 
cision Marciano in a title bout at New York. Louis 
saw this one as another “Tunney-Dempsey” battle, 
with Tunney winning, of course. Then there was 
the time Joe picked Sugar Ray Robinson to de- 
throne light-heavyweight king Joey Maxim.

Street Den of Chicago) leaked out when a 14-year-old 
Negro boy told his mother he had been forced to perform 
an unnatural sex act with another boy in the presence 
of the club’s secretary. 

At the same time, a non-virgin club was discovered in 
Memphis which required each girl to have 13 sex experi- 
ences for membership. Similar clubs were also exposed 
in Rodger, Texas, Los Angeles and Romulus, Mich., where 
“The Shack” was a rendezvous for mixed teen-age sex or- 
gies. Youngsters from surrounding towns flocked to the 
place, said it was “the thing to do.” Jeremiah B. Wil- 
liams, who lived there, confessed to renting rooms to ju- 
veniles for 50c a couple. 

Generally, sex parties among teen-agers are blamed on 
the “smut” trade (lewd pictures) and the seeking of new 
thrills. For example, a 15-year-old colored girl in upstate 
New York, when reprimanded for going to a sex party 
with 10 other youngsters after attending a birthday party, 
replied: “All the boys say there is nothing to do after a 
party but pet. And everybody does it.” 

In spite of constant police crackdowns, sex parties
